Dora a city1n Idumza ; and thitherward marched Simon to encounter with him, encamping 
alwaies right over againſt him, They that were in the Caſtle of Jeruſalem, hearing news 
hereof, ſent Tryphon word that he ſhould haften and come untothem, and ſend them muni- 
tion: whereupon he addreſſed bis horſemen, pretending that very night to ride unto Jeru- 
falem ; but the ſnow about that time fell in ſuch aboundance, that it covered the way in ſuch 
fort and was ſo thick, as the horſes could not travell ; which hindred his repaire to Jeruſalem. 
For which cauſe he departed from thence, and came into Ceelofyria , and ſpeedily invading 
the countrey of Galaad, he put 7onathan todeath in thatplace, and after he had buried him 
there, he returned to Antioch. But Sor ſent unto Baſca & tranſported his brothers bones, x, 
and interred them im his countrey Modinin his fathers ſepulchre, 8 all the people mourned 
and lamented for him many dayes. $:mon alſo builded a great monument of white and poli-

Now although Antipater ſaw that Hircanus made ſmall account of his inſti garions ; yet 
cealed he notdaily toinventand propoſe new ſurmizes and accuſations, urging Ariſtobulus 
hatred & praCtice to murther him : and ſo mach prevailed he by his importunitie, that at laft 

C he perſwaded him toflie to Aretas King of Arabia, promiſing him that 10 fo doing, he would 
give him both aid and aſhftance. Hircanus aaving oceged upon theſe conclufions, at laſt 
tought good to flie to Aretas (for that he knew that Arabiaconfined upon Jewry.) Where- 
upon he AN of all ſent Antipater to Aretas, to take aſſurance of him thar he ſhould nor be-« 
tray him into his enemies hands, it ſo be he ſhould ſubmit himſelfunto him, and require his 
efiitance. When as therefore Antipater had receiyed this aſſurance from the King , he re- 
turned to Jeruſalem unto Hircanss : and not long after that rook him away with him, and 
departed the Citie " pighr, and afterwards with great journies arrived at Petra , where 
4reas kept his royall Court. And tor that he was inwardly familiar with the King , he be- 

p ſought him to reeſtabliſh him in the kingdome of Jewry , and wrought ſo much, as by his 
mportunitie and the preſents which he gave him, that he perſwaded Areras to attempr the 
matter, Whereupon Hircanus promiſed, that if he confirmed him again 1n his royall dignity; 
he would upon the recoverie of his Realm, reftore unto him thoſe twelve Cities which his

RETAS induced bytheſe promiſes, was content to ſend forth an army againſt Ari- 
fobulas, and himſelf in perſon conducted onward in that expedition fiftic thouſand 
men both on foot and horſe and had the upper hand of hisenemy io ſuch fort, asdi- 
vers afterthe attainment of this victory, of their own accord ſubmitted themſelves to Hir- 
an; : and Ariſtobulys perceiving himſelf to be deſtitute of all his friends and followers, fled 
unto Jeruſalem, Afcer him the King of Arabia led his army with all expedition,and beſieged 
bimin the Temple: In this ftege the common people aſſiſted Hircanus, neither were there 
any but the Prieſts onely that tuck to Ariſtobola fide. Whereupon Aretas marſhalled the 
E torces he had, and buſily ſer the army borh of Jews and Arabians about the fiege. Whileft 
theſe things were under theſe.termes,the feaſt of unleavened bread,whith we call the Paſſe- 
over, wasat hand,and the Princes of the; Jews forſaking their countrey were fledinto Egypt.

who were with 4r7:ffobulns, had not any beaſts toofferup in ſacrifice, they required the g. 
ther Jews that were withour, that they might have ſome delivered unto them for their mo. 
ney.. Whereunto it was anſwered, that ifchey would give one thouſand drachmes for ey 
head, they ſhould have ſome delivered untothem. To this demand of theirs, Ar:fobulu; and 
the Prieſts that were with him, willingly condeſcended, and let down theprefixed price ang 
delivered theſame from the wall : but the others, after they had received the money, deli. 
- vered them not thoſe beafts which they required them to ſell rhem tor ſacrifice, bur ſofarre 
were they given over toimpiety, that they talhfied their oathes not mer toward men, but 
TP detranded God alſo , in denying that which they had promiſed roward the turniſhing of 
faith, 1:42 their ſacrifice.

For not- 
vichſtanding any preſcntor imnunent teare, yer deſiſted'they never to offer their ſolemne Thc Jews in- 
Gacrifices: but twice aday, in the morning, and about the ninth houre, the Prieſts offered **rmitted.noc 
upon the altar;and notwithſtanding any aifficultic or anger of the ſiege that might happen, theirſacr bee 
they omitted not the courſe of their oblations. For at ſuch time as the temple was taken (in ing the vice. 
p che third moneth, and ona faſting day,in the hundreth ſeventy nine Olympiade,in the yeer The taking of 
wherein Cajus Antonius, and Marers Twilixs Cicere wete Confuls) the enemy entred therem- oe 
ple by force, and flew thoſe that withſtood them. Yer notwithſtanding all this, the Prieſts 
ceaſed not to cxerciſetheir accuſtgmed ſacrifice : and neither the hazard of their lives, nor 
the great number of thoſe that were dead, could force thent to flic; but that they held it 
more cotivenient for them to indare all things that __—_ happen in attending upon the 
Altar, then to tranſgreſſe or vary one jot from cheir ordinances. And that this may ſeem tp 
be no fable, or praiſe of their difſembled devotion, butche exact and perfedt truth, all thoſe 
that write the Hiſtories concerning Powpry and his acts, doe witnefle nolefle : amongt the 
number of which, are $trab, Nicholas, and Titus Livimy the Roman Hiſtoriographer, the 
C moſt famous among the reft. The greateſt of thoſe towers was battered by theſe engines, 
and fell, bearing a great pane of the wall tothe earth withir, which was the cauſe that the e- 
nemies in Ts 6 brake'in by the breach. The firſt that aſcended the wall, was Cornelius 
Fauſtus the ſonne of $y44, with his ſouldiers. After him mounted the Centurion F ariue, ac- 
companied with that followed him, on the ather fide : and thorow the midſt of the 
breach, did the Centurion F abies enter with a ſtrong ſquadron. The whole circuit was filled - 
with murthers ; and ſome of the Jews died by the Romans ſwords; other ſome {lew one ano- 
ther, the reſt caſt themſelves down headlong trom the Reepie places : many likewiſc ſet fire 
on their houſes, and conſumed themſelves therein, for teare they ſhould behold the execu- 
tions that were performed by their enemies. There died about twelve thouſand Jews, and 
D rery tew Romans. _—_—_ alſo, who was Ariſtebulxs tather in law,and uncle, was taken priſo- be Ive thow- 
ner.

Joppa, Dora, and the tower of Straton (cities fituate upon the ſea-coalt,aud ruinated before- 
times with divers warres) he ſet at libertie;and annexed them untothe province. As forthe 
rower of Straton, 'it was magnificently builded by Herod, gnd decked with gates and faire 
Temples, &the name therot was changed,and called Cziarea.

they intendany other wark. W hich when the Romans underſtood, they neither gave afſaulr 
nor proffered skirmiſh 0B thoſe daies, which we call Sabbaths; bat they built their tortificati- 
ons and rowers, & planted their engines;ſo that the next daythey were ready to put themin 
uſe againſt the Jows. And hereby it15s ealic toconjecure, how incredible the piety of our 
nation is, and how ftadiousand induſtrious they be inobſerving the divine laws. For not- 
vichſtanding any preſenror imminent teare, yer deſiſted they never to offer their ſolemne 
Aacrifices: but twice aday, in the morming, and about the ninth houre, the Prieſts offered 
upon the altar;and notwithſtanding any difficultic or Canger of the ſiege that might happen, 
they omitted not the courſe of their oblations. For at ſuch time as the temple was taken (in 
the third moneth, and on a faſting day,in the hundreth ſeyenty nine Olympiade,in the yeer 
wherein Cajus Antonius, and Mare Twllizs Cicere wete Conſuls) the enemy entred the tem- 
ple by force, and flew thoſe that withſtood them. Yet notwithſtanding all this, the Prieſts 
ceaſed not tocxerciſe their accuſtomed ſacrifice : and neither the hazard of their hives, nor 
the great number of thoſe that were dead, could force thent ro flie; bur that they held it 
more cotivenient for them to indare all things that mighe in attending upon the 
Altar, then to tranſgreſſe or vary one jot from their ordinances. And that this may ſeem tp 
be no fable, ar praiſe of their difſembled deyotion, but the exact and perfeRt truth, all thoſe

nemies1n multitudes brake in by the breach.. The firſt that aſcended the wall, was Cornelius 
Fauſtus the ſonne of 8y{a, with his ſouldiers. After him ntounted the Centurion Fariue, ac- 
companied with thoſe that followed him, on theather fide : and thorow the midſt of the 
breach; did the Centurion F abies enter with a ſtrong ſquadron. The whole circuit was filled 
with murthers ; and ſome of the Jews dicd by the Romans ſwords; other ſome ſlew one ano- 
ther; the reſt caſt themſelves down headlong trom the Reepie places ; manylikewiſc ſer fire 
on their houſes, and conſumed themſelves therein, for teare they ſhould behold the execu- 
tions that were performed by their enemies. There'died about twelve thouſand Jews, and

ner. The religionof the Templelikewiſe was por alictle prophaned, For whereas before 
that titne no prophan man citherentred or beheld chat which was in the remple, Pompey and 
divers others that accompanied him, entred the ſame, and {aw that which was not lawtullto 
be beheld by any other but the high Prieſts onely.But although he found a table of gold,and 
alacred candleſtick; with divers other veſſels and odoriterous drugs in great quantitie;;

.Q prains that were in Tyre, commanding them toaid and affilt Herod in that fo 
juſt execuxion which he intended. After thereforethat Caſ5:us had taken Lao- 
licea, and the inhabitants of the countrey came together, bringing with them crowns and 
ilrerto preſent him, HerodexpeRed that Malichus in that place ſhould receive his puniſh- 
ment : but he entring into ſuſpitionot ſome practice, at ſuchtime as they drew neer unto 
Tyrein Phoenicia, attempred farre greater things. For whereas his ſonne was an hoſtage in 
Tyre, he entred the Citie with intent ro draw him thence, and afterwards to return into Ju- 
dza. After this, uſurping upon that opportunitie which he had by reaſon of Caſs/#s troubles

At that time allo, 
Ta) 100. of the chiefelt reckning among the Jews,came once again in Embaflageto 
$ him to accuſe Herod , and Fi adherents : who to this end had choſen our the 
moſt eſteemed Orator that might be found. eMeſſala likewiſe undertook the 
defence of the young men that were accuſed, and made them anſwer. Hircanws allo was there þ 
in perſon, who was oat by.marniage allied unto them..MAfrer that Antowins bad heard 
both the one and the other in the Citie of Daphen, he demanded ot Hrreamns,which ofboth 
the parties governed the common. weal beſt? who returned himanſwer, that they,who ere 
on Herod: fe were moſt ſtudious of the weal publike. Antoxins (who long ſince had born 
good affetion towards them,by reaſon ofthe ancient yopioalics thar he had received with 
their father,during the time that Gabivius was in Judza) eſtabliſhed them. both for Tetrarchs, 
committing to their hands the affairs in Judea : And tothis effet wrote he his letters, and 
committed fourteen oftheir enemies topriſon; whom had not Herod beſought for their 
lives, he had condemned them todeath.. This notwithſtanding, as ſoon as they returned 
from their Embaſſage, they could not containthemſelves in quiet, - but reſorted once more 
unto Antonius to the number often thouſand, to the city of Tyre where Antonius ſojoumed, 
But Antonius [ already corrupted by ſtore of money by Herod and bis brother , whocom- 
manded in tyat place) ordained that the Embaſladours of the Jews ſhould be puniſhed, for 
that they had attempted and affeed ſome innovation, where contrariwiſe he confirmed 
Herods government. At that time Herod, who walked by the ſea fide, came unto them, advi- 
ſing both them and Hircazss (who at that preſent was with them)to give over their appeal, 
for tear leſt ſome grievous misfortune ſhould betall them. Wherennto fince they gre bo 
regard, certain Jews and inhabitants of that Citie, all at once ranne upon them, who flew 
ſome of them, and hurt otherſome, and the reſt raking their flight towards their cquntrey, 
everafterwards contained themſelyes and lived in quiet, through the fear they had con- x 
ceived. But when the people ceaſed not to exclaim and proteſt againſt Herod, Antonius was 
in ſuch ſort diſpleaſed, that he commanded all thoſe whom he held priſoners,ſhould be ſlain. 
The yeer after, Pacerus the Kings ſonne, and Barzapharnes a Prince among the Parthians, 
invaded, and ſeized Syria. And about this time died P:olomey the ſgnne of CMennens; and bis 
ſonne Lyſc reigned in his ſtead, pho plighted friendſhip with Antigonss the ſonne of 4ri/+

But Pacorws Conductor of the Parthians, came intothe Citie with ſome few horſemen ar 
Antigons requeſt , making ſhew that he came to appeaſe the ſedition-z bur the effect and 
ſcope of his comming was, to obtaine the ſoveraigutic tor Artigonus.: Furthermore, after 
that Phaſelus was come out to meet with him , and had courteoufly entertained him in his 
houſe, Pacorus periwaded him to goe Embaſſadour with him to. Bars apharnes, laying a baite 
raderthis pretence to ſurprize him. He ſuſpeCtingno treacheries , was eafily perſwaded, 
notwithſtanding that Herod miſliked the courſe, who knowing the pertidious maner of the 
Barbarians, exhorted him rather to aſlaile Pacarws , and to aflaule and oppreſie hjs forces, 
whenthey were come unto him, Neverthelefſe Hircanus and Phaſelus undertook this Em+ 
baſſage, and Pacorus {leaving with Herod two hundreth borſemen, atd ten of thoſe whom 
they call make 0p EA the Embafladours, Now as ſoon as they cameinto.

Thoſe {Au that were within the encloſure of the wals (that 
is to ſay, almoſt all the nation ) reſiſted the Herodians withgreat courage and afledion, 
vaunting and boaſting muchof the Temple of the Lord, and wiſhing all good hap and fuc- 
ceſſe tothe people, namely,that God would deliver them fromall dangers: and ſpoiling all 
rovifion without the citie, that was either behovefull tor the uſe of man and beaſt, by their 
{vr thefts and excurſions alſorhey made the very beſiegers deſtitute of relief and yiqu- 
als. Which inconyenience Herod ſowell prevented, that he foreſtalled their means of theft, 
and laid ambuſhes in place convenient to cutthem off. As for viftuals, he ſent his footmen 
to fetch his provifion fxom farre , ſo that within a very little ſpace they had aboundance of 
all that which was neceſſary in the campe. He ereAedalſo with no leffe carefulneſſe three 
bulwarks, by the diligent labour of a great number of workmen! for it was Summer time, 
and neither was the aire incommodious, or org ligenes ot the workmen ſuch, but that they 
preſently furniſhed and finiſhed them. Afterwards having raiſet! their engines upon them, 
they battered the wall, with as much violence and diligence as was poſhible : notwithſtand. 
ingall this, they did no waies amate thoſe that were within ; who for theirparts uſed all the x 


cunning that might be poſſible ro detend themſelves, and by divers ſallies ſet fire upon the 


enemies engines ; burot not onely thoſe that were halfe muade, but thoſe that were 
wholly perteed : and when neceflitie Cn themro handy ſtroks, they ſhewed noleſſe va- 
lour then the Romans courage , bur i997 hen inferiour unto them in$Kkill and martiall di- 
ſcipline. And when as the firſt wall was n down, they builded upa new, and countermi- 
ned againſt thoſe mines that were made by the cnemie; ſothat rhey fought under ground 
hand to hand. Thus uſing deſpaire rather then courage, they ſtained chdwurre tothe ut- 
termoſt , yea notwithſtanding they were beſieged by a great army, and prefſed by famine 
and want of victuals : forthe yeer wherein the ip was continued, was the ſeventh, in which 
the earth was unmanured, which by us is called the yeer of 'reſt. But finally twengy choſen x 
ſouldiers firlt otall mountedupon che wall ; andafter them one of Syſius Centurions : for the 
firſt wall was taken inthe fourtieth dayafterthe fiege, and the fecond on the fiftieth, a0 
ſome galleries were burved, which were nceruntorthe Temple : which (as Herod ſaid) wer 
burned by Antigonws, to bringhim into more hatred among the Jews. When the outyrd 
part ofthe Temple, and the < ofthe Citie were takep, the Jews fled into the Tem 
ple, and into the higher town, for fear they had, left the Romans ſhould hinder them from 
offering their daily and ordinary ſacrifices into God: and they ſent Embaſſadours to thei!

them for ſacrifices. Which Herod their King granted them, hoping by this means thatthe)

'Forduring the time that he lived aprivate man, he behaved himſelf modeſtly, x 
kindly, and fayourably unto all men, being we ſeen inthe Sciences, and pnacigally io the 
Greek tongue, ſhunning as much as in him lay,all tumulr and train that might breed trouble, 
When as therfore the people at that time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the pal;ce 
was repleniſhed with Suldier-like and fear, and nothing reigned more in generall then 
confuſion and diſorder ; the ſouldiers of the. guard , who were the moſt experienced and 
hardy amongſt the men of warre, conſulted amongſt themſelycs what courſe they were tg 
take. Neither were they much diſcontented with Caiws death , in that they ſuppoſed that 
upon juſt occaſion, he was done to dearh : tor which cauſe they rather bethought them. 
ſelves on that which'concerned their eſtates, and how v4 rg aſſure themſelves in thoſe 
dangers, ſeeing the Germanes were wholly bent againſt thoſe, who had Fangpypend Ca | 
rather incited thereunto of their own cruell natures, then of any good affection they had 
towards the welfare of the common-weal. All which things troubled Claud:ws, and put him 
infear ofhis lite, the rarher for that he ſaw 4ſprenes head, and the reſt of the Nobility that 
were maſſacred, carried about to be ſeen: for this cauſe he kept himſelf in a certain place, 
which was onely acceffible by certain ſteps or ſtairs, and hid himſelf therein, becauſe itwas 
obſcure. In that place one of the ſouldiers of the palace, called Gretwe, being unable rodi- 
ſcernwho he was, in regard of the obſcuritie of the place, and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one 
that defired to be concealed , he drew neer unto him, tothe intent he might the better 
know him: And when as Claudius beſought him that he wonld depart andleave him, he patſcd 
the more onwards, and laying hold of him and drawing him intothe li him;crying K 
out to thoſe that followed him; This is Germanicas, let us take hold of him, and create bw 
Emperour. Claudixs perceiving that he was ready to beattached,and fearing leſt they ſhould 
put him to deathin the like maner as they had done Cazws, beſ thei that they would 
pardon him, proteſting untothem his innocencie, and how he had.in no ſort been cither ac: 
ceſlary or agent in that which had bin done. Wherupon Grazws beginning to ſmile,took him 
by the _ laying, hat he had no cauſe in that ſort to ſuſpe& his life: For (faid he) itbeno- 
veth thee to pull up thy ſpirits, and ro bethink thee how to govern an Empire, of which the 
gods (who have the care ofthe whole world ) have deſpgiled Caizs, to reward thy vertue 
with.

He taught themalſo how to give the ſign of warre, 
and how to ſound the trumpet both tocall them tocombare,and to retire: howtomarchin 
length, andcaſt ina ng. He alwaies to ſuccour them that were moſt in danger ; and tobe 
ſhort, he raught them whatſoever might either encourage them, or make them ative : bur 
eſpecially he exerciſed them in feats ofarms, imitating 1a particular the- order \of the Ro- 
manes, often telling them that they were to fight with men, wbo tor ſtrength of body and 
courage paſſedall nations of the world. Alſo he told them that hereby he ſhould perceive 
whether they would be obedient in war, if now they abſtained from ſuch things as were uſual 
to ſouldiers, to wit, robbing andſpoiling their countreymen, andcrafty and deceitfull dex- 
lipg;nor think the ſpoile of thoſe with whom they converſed,to be their own gain: forthole 
wars had alwaics belt ſucceſle, where the ſouldiers carried good conſciences', and they that 
were bad, ſhould not onely bave men, but God alſo for ther enemy. And after this mancr
